The Americas’ Protest 
The protests of the American 
Britain, France and Germany against numerous 
violations of the safety zone established by the 
Panama declaration has at last been lodged. It 
[does not appear that they will have much effect, 
for obviously, unless the zone is accepted by 
Germany and’ recognized as an area in which 
faction cannot be taken against Allied shipping, 
the navies of Great Britain and France will 
Jeary on thelr task of defending It, ‘The safety 
Zone to be completely effective must ensure the 
prevention of hostile aetion by any nation, but 
it has also to be recognized that once its 
neutrality has been breached by such warlike 
action as the Admiral Grat Spee's pursuit of 
the French vessel Formose, the Allles cannot 
be expected to withhold their hand and refrain 
[trom putting a stop to her activities. That was 
the attitude which undoubtedly Ted to the attack 
land discomfiture of the German pocket-battle- 
ship, and, in the light of all that has happened, 
fwas’ the ‘only one which could be adopted. 16 
follows that a mere declaration regarding the 
status of s0 vast an arca as that covered by the

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Finnish Success 

The most heartening news of the week has 
undoubtedly been the reports of the outstanding 
Finnish sucess against’ the Soviet invaders 
{he manner in which they have defended their 
land, and infieted. heavy. losses upon thelr 
fenemy speaks volumes for the bravery of the 
troops, and the eficieney of thelr commanders, 
While’ ntascow now secks fo deny that it ever 
contemplated a lightning. war, it is» apparent 
that, when it eelded upon hostilities, the. un- 
derlying idea was 10 get it fnished before the 
really’ cold weather seltied down over the whole 
country. In other words ‘Moscow’ thought it 
ould do in Finland what the Germans were 
‘cky enough to do in Poland. ‘The Russian 
command gave itself three weeks in. which to 
‘carry out the scheme, ‘but the Finns, having 
fcotirely different ideas about the whole matter, 
fave put up sucha resistance, in some cases

Dr. Phillips F. Greene Relates Experiences of 
Unusual Trip by Boat, Car and Rickshaw 


"AILS of an exciting and 





Shanghai, Dee. 16. 
unusual journey from Changsha, 


in the centre of China, to Ningpo, on the coast, were revealed 


to the “North-China Daily News” by Dr. Phillips F. Greene, Acting 


‘Superintendent of the Hsiang Ya Medical College in Changsh: 
who recently arrived in Shanghai. 





Dr, Greete made the 950-mile 


trip across country by motor-car, boat and rickshaw in the 
amazing short time of seven days. Dr. Greene left Changsha one| 
day in the latter part of October and set out for Siangtan, south 
of Changsha, by boat. This journey down the Hsiang River had 
to be made because the motor roads in the area had been destroyed. 
‘The main channel of the river had been well-mined by the Chinese| 
military, but the danger spots were clearly ‘marked by long, be- 


flagged ‘poles protruding from the water. 


Chinese Government 


boats were stationed at each end of the mined areas to keep’ 
river traffic clear of the danger zone. 


‘The doctor continued by boat trom 
‘Slangian to Luchow on the second 
‘ay of his journey, drifting along the 
river in'the warm Autumn sunshine, 
‘This part of the trip took him throuzh 
some. seenle, motiniainous country. 
‘About one hour from  Siangtan the 
party eame upon a veritable grave~ 
yard of river craft. Junks, sompans 
nd river launches, most of them total 
wrecks, lay beached ona sand-bar; 
evidently they had drifted downriver 
with the current to seek this common 
Durial yround on the sand-bar. 


Mldnight ‘Train 

Upon his orrival in Luchow | Dr. 
Greene transferred his luggage ashore 
and caught the midnight train for 
Hengyang. According 10 the doctor. 
there was still plenty’ of rolling stock 
fon the railway and the ear In whieh 
he rode to Hengyang was one of the 
coaches of the Blue Express, which 
formerly ran between Tientsin and 
Pukow. 

Arriving In Hengyang the doctor 
joined Mr. William Blackston and the 
two sot out across country by motor~ 
ear. Having bought yascline for $50 
{or a S-gallon tin they arranged the 
rear of the car so that it could be 
Adapted {or sleeping purposes and 
started oul, on a fine Saturday after 
hnoon, to. ‘Tsaling, 120 miles away. 
When night fell they stopped the ca: 
just off the highway, and slept until 
dawn, driving into Tsallng to purchase 
fa well-cooked breakfast consisting of 
rice, eggs, peanuts and tea for the 
‘amazing price of thirty cents. After 
breakfast they started out again and 
drove across the border from Hunan 
into Kiangsi. 

At the particular point where they 
erossed the border there stands an 
Interesting gateway, which usually 
orves aso customs barrier. Much to 
the surprise of Dr. Greene and his 
travelling companion thelr car was 
not even stopped at the barrier and 
they “went, straight through | into 
Kiangsl, There were some offers 
stationed at the barrier, the doctor 
‘tald, but they paid no attention to the 
{raveliers. ‘This point was also a bus 
funelion, as passengers travelling from 
fone provinee to the other had to 
change vehicles here. “Hunan. buses 
‘were not allowed to operate in Kiang. 
sland vice-versa. 


Narrow Valley 

East of this border point the two 
motorists found yood going over a 
nicely surfaced road) which ran 
through a narrow valley for about a 
hundred miles.

‘This 
part of the trip was most interestin 
to Dr. Greene and took them over a 
brand new road through mountainous 
country. “Although a brilliant sun bad 
€ome out (0 dry un the results of 
the previous day's deluge it was stilt 
heavy going on the road, especially on

‘The farmer gave them their answer. 
‘The top of the mountain was of lime- 
stone formation and had been worked 
for centuries.

‘He emphasized that Soviet 
Interest in China and hér sympathy 
must not be overlooked. 

Britain, Dr. Sun Fo told the “Cen- 
tral Daily News." wae adopting tactics 
of prolonged warfare.

Daily News” that at present the 
Chinese government has no difeulties 


in recruiting soldiers from among 
other groups of the population. 

‘Owing to the absence of difficulties 
in mobilizing the country's man 
power, such students may therefore 
be temporarily exempted from milit- 
ary service in accordance with the 
Second stipulation of Article 10 of the 
Conscription Law. It is ordered that 
when necessary such students will 
have to be conscripted, however.

‘To make the masses understand 
tho situation thoroughly so that an 
economle resistance war may be 
started, the Chinese Government 
has seén fit to Inunch a nation-wide 
ubliety campaign commencing the 
ext year All provincial and dis 
trlet authorities and public bodies 
will be mobiized in dhe new move- 

It is recalled that in October of 
last year the Chinese Government 
enforced a sot of regulations strictly 
prohibiting Chinese merchants to 
‘send goods to the Japanese, especially 
those foods which may. help. the 
“enemy” in increasing their fighting 
strength, ‘Those who violate the 
rule wilt be sentenced to death or 
life imprisonment, 

It has been found out by Chinese 
authorities, however, that some 
traitorous’ merchants’ have been 
smugaling goods to the Japanese tn 
for near occupied districts and in 
districts near the coast. Orders have 
been issued to Customs and. pro- 
vineial authorities requiring them to 
maintain a strict watch £0 as” to 
bring those merchants. to justice.

A GOOD START 
Dec. 20. 


When it was announced a short while ago 
that arrangements were being made to 
resume conservancy work on the Whangpeo, 
the impression was formed that the Japanes® 
Government was taking steps to bring about 
4 much better state of affairs between itselt 
and the neutral Powers having interests. in 
China. ‘That improvement has now been 
emphasized by the announcement made on 
Monday that it was the intention of Japan 
to reopen the Yangtze as far as Nanking 
to’ foreign shipping sublect to certain re~ 
strictions the effect of which has not yet 
been announced. ‘The text of the com- 
muntqué was as follows 





Tn view of the fact that absolute military 
requirements, calling for the closure of the 
Tower 


‘Yangtze River area have become 
to gradual modification, the 
‘Japanese forees have accordingly decided to 
‘make proparations with a view to lifting the 
tban on navigation on the Yangtze from Nan- 
king downward under certain restrictions for 
the maintenaneos of peace and order and for 
military operations, 
‘That is a most welcome announcement the 
importance of which is made all the clearer 
by the statement made by the spokesman 
of the Gaimusho in which he said “It is 
greatly regrettable that Japan is misunder- 
stood in some quarters as if it were intend~ 
ing to act in an exclusive and monopolistic 
manner,” for this may be taken as an_in- 
dieation that, while there will be restrictions 
for the purpose of maintenance of law and 
order, and to prevent interference with 
military operations, foreigners will be able 
to resume trading. Without this the mere 
opening of the lower Yanglze to foreign 
shipping would amount to an empty gesture, 
and it is not to be believed, now that the 
Japanese Government has taken so decided 
4 step, that it will seck to hedge it about 
with conditions which would make trade im- 
possible, In any event even those who may 
be disposed to regard this latest gesture on 
the part of Japan with scepticism would do 
well (o withhold judgment until it is seen 
exactly what the reopening does mean and 
the conditions under whieh it will be 
operated. Indeed that would be only com- 
mon justice to the Japanese who are clearly 
domonstrating their wish to sec an improve~ 
ment in the relutions existing between 
themselves and the third-party neutrals. 
‘The effect of the reopening, when it comes 
about, should be profound, so far as Shang- 
hai is concerned, for it should immediately 
benefit trade, exchange, shipping, and, what 
is today of paramount’ importance, the rice 
supply of this great city. During the Inst 
two-and-a-half years Shanghai has managed 
to carry on a minimum of trade which has 
done much to keep the city alive, and re- 
latively prosperous in view of all the cir- 
‘cumstances, and it is a very natural hope 
that the Japanese authorities will not long 























delay putting their decision into operation. 
With the very substantial area which would 
thus be opened up, a considerable amount 
of additional trade should be possible for this 
port, and as it lives very largely upon such 
(wade the general effect upon the fortunes 
‘of Shanghai and its large population should | 
be wholly a beneficial one. While it may 
yet be some time before Shanghai can ex- 
eet to resume its former trade to the fullest | 
extent, the fact that it will, it is hoped! 
shortly, be able again to take up the fune- 

and that by no means an unimportant 
of serving the hinterland, should 
mark the commencement of that’ progress 
towards inereased prosperity which the out- 
break of hostilities in 1937 brought so 
tragically to a temporary conclusion. The | 
nnowneement made in Tokyo is of particular 
importance from a point of view which may 
not generally be recognized. It marks the | 
admission of the well known fact that! 
foreign communities in China are here for 
the purposes of trade, playing no political 
role and neutral in the Sino-Japanese 
struggle. That is a point which has been 
insisted upon times out of number, and the 
fullest ‘recognition of that fact by Japan 
cannot but be the best possible augury for 
inereasing betterment of relations which have | 
‘undoubtedly been somewhat strained during | 
the last two years, For during that period 
the enormous investments of forcign neutrals 
in China have been left idle, where they 
have not actually suffered material damage, 
‘and they have every right to expect that 
their position shall, and their rights, and in- 
terests recognized, 

It has to be admitted that there will still 
be much to be done before the very natural 
desires of the various foreign communities | 
completely satisfied, and taking a realis- ; 
tic view of the situation the Japanese can- 
not be blamed for taking all precautions to 
protect themselves in this war with China. 
‘The reopening of the Lower Yangtze to 
foreign shipping and trade will be welcomed 
as the initial step towards that general re- 
storation which Japan has continually pro- 
mised in official assurances that foreign 
neutrals rights and interests would at all 
times be respected. If it is shown, as 
is believed it will be, that the Gaimusho's 
spokesman's remarks, denying that Japan 
intends to act in an exclusive and 
‘monopolistic manner, are in fact proved by 
actual performance then there is no reason 
whatever why a general improvement 
relations all round should not continue. 
In this connection it is more than pleasing 
to learn that the negotiations between the 
Shanghai Municipal Couneil, the Japanese 
authorities and the administration of Greater 
Shanghai on outstanding problems are pro- 
ceding satisfactorily and that the possibili- 
ties of effecting an all round settlement are 
now regarded favourably. It is understood 
that negotiations between the Shanghai 
Municipal Council and the Japanese for a 
working arrangement north of the Sobchow 
Creek have been completed, and that that 
district will be completely reopened directly 
the question of the outside roads has been 
settled. Negotiations towards that end are 
proceeding and it is believed that there is 
now no insurmountable obstacle to an agree- 
ment being reached. These facts are satis 
factory signs of a general improvement in 
the local situation, and, added to the reeom- 
‘mencement of conservancy work on the 
Whangpoo and the announcement of the 
coming opening of the lower Yangtze, form 
favourable auguries for a continuance of im= 
proved relations all round, and a better pro- 
speet for the coming year. 












































THE PROPAGANDA WAR 
Dec. 21. 


While the ending of the raiding career of 
the Admiral Grat Spee hus, naturally j 
enough, attracted the greatest ‘amount of 
attention in the world press, two other feats 
‘of the British Navy have not received all 
the attention they deserve, for while one 
‘of them marks the scrupulous regard which 
the British have for the international rules 
governing warfare, the other clearly de- 
monstrates that the same courage and jal- 
lantry prevails as was noticeable during the 
last war. ‘The first example is that of the 
submarine Salmon, which, giving complete 
heed to the ordinary decencies of submarine 
warfare, passed up a chance: of sinking the 
Bremen, because it was impossible for her 
fo make sure that the crew of the vessel 
would be able to reach a place of safety, 
and the other is the feat of the submarine 
Ursula, which penetrated the minefields off 
the German coast, and, in the mouth of the 
Elbe, accounted for the sinking of the Ger- 
man’ cruiser Koeln. Incidentally it may be 
recorded that the forbearance of the com- 
mander of the Salmon was rewarded in | 
part by the opportunity afforded him of tor- 
pedoing two German cruisers in which the 
Leipzig was definitely hit, while it is also 
claimed that two torpedoes struck, almost 
certainly, a heavy eruiser. ‘The feat  per- 
formed by the Ursula ranks with those 
which were performed during the last war 
by such men as Nasmyth, who penetrated 
the complicated defences of the Dardanelles, 
and wrought much havoc upon the Turkish 
naval forces, a task which was accompanied 
by all manner of danger, and which neces- 

ted the most consummate skill. setting 



































a standard which the Germans have a 
proached this year when one of their U-boats, 
penetrated the Scapa Flow defences and 
accounted for the Royal Oak. Up to the 
present the performance of the Ursula has 
not received the notice it should have done 
simply because the Admiralty arc awaiting 
[her return to her base, when she will be 
able to amplify the report which she un- 
doubtedly made by wireless. Until the 
whole facts are divulged it is apparent thot 
the Admiralty, in announcing the news, 
have proceeded with their usual caution 
which has attended the publication of all 
claims to success, and which contrasts so 
severely with the methods adopted by the 
wuthorities of the Reich, 

The greater detail which has been given 
of the performance of the Salmon is ap- 
parently due fo the fact that the submarine 
has returned to her base, which has enabled 
the commander to make a full report, and 























not, for 
instance, alleged that either of the German 
‘war vessels has been sunk, though it is ap- 
parent that, if one were hit by one torpedo, 
and another by two, both those vessels must 
have received damage which should keep 
them off the seas for some time to come. 
‘Thus, while so many claim that the British 
policy of understatement makes many of 
their announcements less picturesque, in the 
long run the moderateness of the claim, 
coupled with the ready admission of set- 
backs, is more likely to prove effective from 
the point of view of propaganda than the 
type adopted by the German Ministry under 
Dr. Goebbels, which kills itself by the sheer 
famboyancy ' of its claims. A _ striking 
example of what is meant is to be found in 
the absurd allegations which have been put 
forward by Berlin regarding the aeroplane 
fight over the North Sea, Whereas the 
British elaim that they accounted for twelve 
German machines, and lost seven of their 
‘own, Berlin comes forward with the allega- 
tion’ that they “downed” thirty-four British 
‘seroplanes with the German loss of only 
two. This they bolstered up with another 
statement that German air force planes had 
attacked British patrol and protective 
vessels, claiming that four of them were 
sunk, while three others showed heavy lists, 
a claim which is promptly denied by the 
Admiralty, and of which the substantiating 
facts exist only in the minds of the agile 
German propagandists. ‘There is a reason 
for these claims. It hax been shown as 
weeks passed that early claims of German 
air successes against the British Navy have, 
with the exception of the Royal Oak and 
the Courageous, been wholly untrue; it is, 
admitted now ‘that the Ark Royal is still 
afloat, though some absurd claims are now 
being’ made to the effect that that vessel 
clearly shows signs of recent repairs, prov- 
ing, it is supposed by inference, that she 
was hit, if not sunk. The suggestion that 
the British nation is without sulficient paint 
to obliterate any signs of repairs if they 
were ever made has only to be mentioned 
to demonstrate the utter futility of the story. 
‘The fact is that Ark Royal never was struck, 
‘and that the Nazis know 

But these carly claims have been con= 
siderably offset by recent Allied naval 
successes. ‘The inking of the Admiral 
Graf Spee at the hands of her own crew, 
the destruction of the eruiser Kooln, and at 
the very least damage to two other German 
cruisers is an imposing list of heavy blows 
delivered to German sea strength. It is im= 
perative in the eyes of the Reich avthori- 
ties that some counterbalance shall be 
found, and it is apparently discovered in 
the purely fictitious accounts of an alleged 
air vietory over the North Sea, and the 
supposed sinking of British patrol and pro~ 
tuetive vessels of undesignated types. These 
latest examples of Nazi fiction may have 
the effect of an anodyne upon the German 
masses who, as the magnitude of the re- 
verses which have been inflicted upon them 
is realized, must become increasingly ner- 
vous, though even then the effect may be

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BETTER NEWS POLICY 
Dec. 22. 

If ever there were a splendid example of 
the British genius for muddling through it 
is to be found in the hurried construction 
of the Ministry of Information at the com- 
mencement of the war. It had heen 
established in skeleton form some short 
while before, but the advent of hostilities 
necessitated the full staffing of the Ministry 
with the concomittant confusion whieh i 
evitably ensued. Tt is not the intention, 
however, to discuss the early history of the 
Ministry’ but rather to refer to the very much 
improved handling of news by it as displayed 
‘during the last few weeks, At the com- 
mencement, while the Ministry was shaking, 
itself into’ some sort of shape, the news 
handed out for dissemination by the Preis 
was of the scantiest, colourless and com- 
pletely uninteresting. It was imperative 
that considerable reticence should be ob- 
served, even if only for military and naval 
reasons, but. the failure to give the public 
of the world adequate information of what 
was going on, and which could properly be 
divulged, created very great unrest and 
aroused considerable ‘criticism. ‘That was 
probably best expressed in a skit on the 
B.BC. news broadcasts which appeared it 
a recent edition of "The New Stitesinan and 
Nation” :

REST FOR FINNS? 


Dec. 23. 


‘The claim of Reuter’s military correspond- 
ent, that Russia, when she embarked upon 
the invasion of Finland, did not reckon upon 
committing herself to a major campaign, is 
probably correct, for it now transpires that 
M. Stalin hoped’ to secure the reduction of 
the Finns before the advent of really cold 
weather which would do so much to im~ 
mobilize the Russian forces. Inadequate 
initial preparations, failure to realize that, 
‘with the Finns offering a stubborn resistance, 
they were encountering a foe which would 
ulve them considerable trouble, and now the 
further advent of snows which should hold 
up. most. operations until the coming of 
Spring, have denied the Soviet Government 
any hope of a Blitzkrieg so much fancied by 
Herr Hitler and his minions, and forces it to 
contemplate a winter of idleness until the 
weather permits large-seale movement again. 
‘This should prove a godsend to the Finns, 
who for the past three weeks have been 
Aghting continuously against the Russians, 
their comparatively small numbers confront~ 
ing the Invader naking it well nigh im- 
possible to give the men that rest which is 
only available when there are sufficient re~ 
iets, ‘Thus while the Finns are calling up 
further classes, the overwhelming numbers 
which the Russian command has put into the 
field necessitates continual fighting without 
the slightest chance of a break. Should the 
advent of more snow bring about a con- 
siderable limitation of Russian activities, the 
Finns will be given some months in which 
to reorganize themselves, and to obtain 
those additional supplies which will be neces~ 
sary if they are to continue the valiant 
struggle which they are now putting up, and 
Which is costing the Soviet so much in 
mortality and material. Tt will also afford 
those sympathetic neutrals an opportunity 
better to devise means of assisting Finland 
in her resistance to unprovoked aggression, 
and if Finland takes advantage of the re- 
spite, as it Is confidently expected she will, 
‘she will be in a position to meet the renewed 
Russian onslaughts in the Spring with re~ 
nowed strength, ‘The position appears to be 
that while movement in the north will be 
definitely stopped, and that across the waist 
of Finland held up until the _ sprint, 
spasmodic attempts may be made against the 
Mannerheim Line which will in all prob- 
ability meet the same fate as those which 
have been made up to the present.

That has been re- 
ognized by Maly, which sees in the growing 
nfluence of Russia. amongst the Balkan 
slates a threat to her own standing in that

Interests there. It is consequently not sur~ 
prising that the news should have come out 
that in the early days of this months Italy 
was prepared to send troops into Hungary 

to check any move that Russia might have 

been contemplating. 

It does not matter very much what Herr 
Hitler may think about it all, but the fact 
stands ‘oul prominently that ‘Italy cannot 
afford to sce the growth of Russian influence 
in the Balkans. The passage of those states 
under the political dominance of Moscow, 
would not only bring Communism right up 
fo the very doors of Italy, but might also 
deprive her of supplies, such as, for in 
stance, Rumanian oil. Tiatian interest in the 
Balkans is, therefore, by no means academi 
‘and should Russia ‘seize advantage of the 
lull in the north, and seck to prosecute its. 
well-known policy in the south, the danger 
‘of a clash with Italy is something which 
cannot be discounted. In the Balkans, Mos- 
‘cow would find no small nation determined 
with all its small resources in’ men and 
material {o defend itself to the best of its 
power, but a number of States equally de- 
termined to preserve their own independence, 
offering resistance to Russian encroachment 
with the power of Italy not only behind 
them, but actually ready to go to their assist- 
ance. The failure of the Russians to reduce] 
Finland in short order cannot in the cireum- 
stances do anything but reinforce the deter~ 
mination of the Balkan States to resist any 
atlempt by Moscow to bring them under its 
influence, for the Finns have clearly de 
‘monstrated that the much-vaunted army of 
the Soviet is not so overwhelmingly power 
ful, but that it can be held off and subjected 
to very considerable punishment by the 
{troops of a much smaller nation. A Balkan 
Entente under the aegis of Italy is the best 
possible safeguard of the freedom of its 
member States and a definite insurance 
‘against that portion of the world eventually 
being absorbed in the revolution which, 
despite assurances to the contrary, M. 
Stalin still holds as dear as he did in his 
earlier revolutionary days. It remains to be 
seen whether Italy has already checkmated 
Russia in the Balkans, and whether or not 
hostilities will even there have to settle the 
issues raised, but it is quite clear that Russia 
is faced with nothing like the compara- 
tively easy tasks which Herr Hitler en- 
countered when he commenced upon the 
execution of his policy of grab.

came to bring to humanity. It is not His 
fault that hatred, malice and all uncharit- 
ableness have not yet been eradicated from 
human characteristi may be that aons 
must pass before that will be effected. In 
the meantime mankind must pass through ils 
periods of madness until justice, love and 
humanity shall prevail in the world, and 
that millenium for which it so eagerly waits 
shall at Inst be conferred upon it. ‘The evil 
thing, which it was hoped last Christmas 
would at any rate for the time being be 
averted, has come upon humanity, and in 
this season of rejoicing there must be a 







































son in which to seek {0 aportion 
what has happened ; the main fact 
has come about and this Christmas, and 
possibly other Christmases as well, may have! 
to be passed under the shadow, until human- 
fity again recovers its sanity, and discarding 
‘enmities seck to work together towards thal 
time when peace shall come and endure. 
=I must be remembered that though very 
definite ideas may be held concerning whose 
is the responsibility for precipitating this 
strugule, the issues are not so clean cut 
that eliher side can afford to adopt a 
pharisaical attitude. Each undoubtedly be- 
ves in the justice of its own cause, for 














there would be no war if it did not, and so 
the fact of war must be accepted casting its 
horrid shadow over such rejoicings as the 
world may see fit to indulge in. Hideous as 
war must be admitted to be there are some 
aspects about if which are traly magnificent. 
There is patriotism, courage, endurance, the 
sinking of self in the presence of advers 

‘and while there must be enmity there is 
also love. There are those wide-eyed youths 
marching valiantly towards the supreme 
sacrifice for their countries, for their ideals, 





beautiful in their manhood, sanctified in {thi 


their beliefs, and the tragedy of it all is that 
so much good must be sacrificed to the de- 
mands of evil. But contrasted with that is 
all the suffering, all the pain, all the bereave- 
ment, and the sobbing of women. There is 
the destruction of the normal values of life, 
the imposition of new imperatives, the sus- 
pension of much that is also beautiful in life, 
‘and the obliteration of the vietories of peace. 
In all conscience there seems little enough 
justification for rejoicing. Yet it is good for 
humanity to turn aside from its woes for a 
space, to sccure a surcease, even if only for’ 
‘a day or s0, from the manifold anxieties with 
which it is perplexed, to get its head above 
the surface of the Slough of Despond and 
‘scan the horizon for signs of those better 
times which must come. They will come. 
That is as certain as that the dawn follows 
the gloom of night, and it may with justice 
be argued that to abstain wholly from re- 
jolcing would be tantamount to an admission 
of lack of faith, and if anything is really 
needed in such times as these it is the faith 
that in the end the good will prevail, and 
the knowledge that even now God is fulfl- 
Jing Himself in many ways, so that mankind 
‘shall some day realize the truth of the saying 
that a little Child shall lead them. 

‘Those millions of men in battle arrayed 
will observe this day. It will have been 
made as happy as possible for them in the 
circumstances, and light-hearted youth will 
for the moment turn from its grim business, 
and snateh a moment's happiness. Tn. that 
youth will not be denied. So there is no 
reason why there should not be rejoicing 
clswhere, but always with a thought for 
those who walk in daily company with 
suffering and sudden death, and if the Allied 
communities in China do’ observe the day 
with some gladness it shall not be counted 
9s wrong. But there is just one proviso, 
‘one which rests upon the conscience of every 
one. Can they answer in the affirmative the 
question whether they have done all they 
can towards the alleviation of suffering, and 
the comfort of the men defending them ? If 
they can they will enjoy the day with an 
jeasy conscience. There is so much suffering. 
here in Shanghai as over in Europe that no} 
proper minded person can possibly rest easy, 
if he, or she is not sure that everything pos- 
sible has been done to share the heavy com- 
mon burden which has been placed upon his| 
or her shoulders. These may seem strange 
‘words in the light of all that the Allied com- 
munities have already done and are con- 
tinuing to do. ‘They need, however, to be 
written, for this is a time when it is neces 
sary for everyone to be sure that manifest 
duties have been performed to the utmost, 
remembering that the service of those who 
merely stand and wait may in some respects: 
approach the value of the efforts of those 
more actively engaged. So in extending. 
every good wish to readers of the “North- 
China Daily News," what was written on this 
day twenty-five years ago may be re- 
peated :— 

‘We know that our countrymen, and their 
comrades in every trench, and fortified camp, 
‘and. mountain fastness, as in every watchful 

t patrols the ‘sea, will remem=

Sutsien, Ku, Dee. 4. 

‘The erops in this district this year 
are well above the average of recent 
years, the principal grains being 
Wheaf, corn, beans and  kaollang, 
While’ the ‘acreage was somewhat 
reduced by war conditions, the total 
‘yield is stilt more than usual and | 
the amount of grain produced is 
sufficient, and more than sufficient, 
to supply the needs of the local 
people.

Since Nanning fell into’ the hands 
of the Japanese on November 24 
severe fighting has continued through-

detachment of troops at Nanning, 
Whose numbers were augmented 
daily by the arrival of reinforcements 
from the south, the main Japanese 
urmy divided into four groups and 
assed on Into the interior. 

‘The leit wing travelled westward, 
‘mecting little resistance, and captured 
Feoshih, ten miles from Nanning and 
the only important point east of the 
Right River. ‘The right wing pressed 
eastward along the north bank of the 
Wat River and occupied a few un- 
Important market towns and villages. 


Later Wingshuen fell Into thelr 
hands, 
‘The bulk of the army, however, 


drove northward along the Nanning- 
‘Moming highway and north-eastward 
along the motor road connecting 
Nanning with Liuchow. Both armies 
‘met with considerable success. Aided 
by weroplanes and heavy artillery 
the north route army pressed forward 
over a highway that is easily de- 
ended. 

‘The boundary line between the 
Nanning and Moming prefectures 1s 
fone vast mountain region, High 
‘mountain peaks rise up on every 
side, Towering giants whose cloud- 
clad summits plerce the blue above 
stand erect like silent sentinals 
quarding the pathways that lead into 
the interior. Prominent among. these 
are White Mountain, Stool Moun- 
fain, Chienbsiu Mountain, Armour 
Mountain and a score of other peaks 
which form a veritable | Maginot 
Line—a ‘natural barrier that could 
not be penetrated easily. 

Strategie Position Occupled 

‘The highest of these massive peaks 
is Kaofung over which the highway 
leading northward passes. ‘For miles 
the motor road which Ieads to the 
mountain pass is high up on the 
‘mountain side and follows a. narrsw 
winding ravine overlooked by towor-

impregnable defence positions. The

These 
brave men advanced under a wither- 
Ing fire from Japanese guns until 
their ranks were so disseminated 
that they could hold out no longer 
‘and were forced to retire, leaving 
hundreds of thelr’ comrades dead 
upon the fleld. 

Both sides lost heavily in these en- 
counters, Slowly the Japanese 
columns advanced and one after an- 
other of Szetang. Wutang, Luhtang, 
and ‘Tsitang fell into their hands, At 
Patang a more determined resistance 
‘was encountered, There were attacks 
fand counter atineks, charges and 
counter-charges. Intermittantly both 
sides advanced and retreated until 
finally this market town also fell 
Into the hands of the invading forces. 

During the following day or two 
war continued to rage in all its fury 
until the fields and hillsides ~ were 
fittered with the dead and dying.

and mausers, opened fire. He then 
took cover and informed C.P.C, 2010, 
‘The assassins split’ into two. parties 
fone of which was pursued by CPC, 
1805 together with C.P.C. 2010, 

One of the party threw a hand 
grenade while others deeamped t= 
{ng many shots indiscriminately, 
CPC. 1805 was wounded inthe leg 
snd face by’ this hand grenade. but 
continued his efforts to apprise all 
police in the vicinity of the position, 
also blowing his whistle. He. tried 
to board a rall-less tram but failed 
due to Joss of blood. When the pollee 
arly arrived he was lying in. the 
road endeavouring to reload bis 
pistol, blowing his whistle and had 
the further presence of mind to wave 
his plain-etothes badge to the advane- 
ing police Tt was the unanimous 
opinion of the Police Board that 
C.P.C. 1895 acted in a most courage- 
ts aiid meritorious manner through 
fut the encounter. His coolness, for 
‘aman of his young age and short 
service, was worthy of the highest 
‘commendation, and it was accordingl 
recommended that he be awarded the 
Police Distinguished Conduet. Medal 


‘Three More Decorated 

1t was further unanimously recom: 
‘mended that C.P.Cs, $70, 1880 and 2019, 
cach be awarded ‘the Police Distin- 
fulshed Conduct Medal, Class If, for 
their participation and subsequent 
actions’ in the same bombing and 
shooting aftray. 

CPC. 570, on observing a large 
party of armed astassing immediate 
took cover, loaded and fired six shots. 
‘A hand gienade was thrown at him 
which did not explode. He ther 
gave chase westward although the 
‘was considerable shooting. from 
retreating assassins, 

CPC. 1500, on hearing the heavy 
shooting, immediately advanced to- 
wards same. The terrorists fleeing 
northward saw him and fearing that 
their retreat would be cut off threw 
a grenade at him. “He took cover 
and as the gunmen’ passed. he 
‘emerged and opened fire, He wounded 
fone man but was himself badly 
‘wounded in the leg. 

CPC. 2010 fred two shots at the 
assassins, took cover when a grenade 
exploded, then emerged and ‘fired a 
further two shots, eventually follow- 
‘ing their eseape in the face of heavy 
fie. 

‘The above C.P.Cs. (870, 1800 and 
2919) all acted in a most courageous 
‘and praiseworthy manner. In the face 
of obvious danger they discharged 
their duty and in the opinion of the 
Police Board fulfilled all the qualidea- 
tions worthy of the reward of a 
Police Distinguished Conduct Medal, 


Sikh Constable Attacked 

A recommendation was unanimous 
ly made that S.P.C. 459. Mala Singh 
bbe awarded a Police D.CM. Class II 
for great bravery and devotion. to 
duly when attacked by a’ gang of 
farmed assassing at the light standard 
at the intersection of Edinburgh and

S.PC. 459, whilst on duty in charge 
of the trafle Lights, was approached 
by a gang of armed men who grap- 
pled with him. He struggled and a 
shot was fired at him at point-blanke 
Tange which went wide, "A second 
shot entered his chest. ‘The assassins 
ecamped, firing further shots. The 
SPC. although wounded and unable 
fo pursue, raised an alarm by blow= 
ing his whistle and continued to work 
the lights, supporting himselt by the 
light standard. “By his resistance, he 
maintained possession of his pistol 
‘and his gallant conduct received the 
‘approbation of ‘the Public and all 
Members of the Force, It was Ue 
hanimously recommended that S.P.C. 
450 Mala Singh be awarded a Police

in Shanghai, They may fest secure

Hon giving the number of bags of 
Saigon vice they wish to buy at the 
foMiee of the ice shortage relief 
Body in-Room 304, $9 Hongkong 
Road, Actual registration will not 
begin. until after the application 
blanks are off the press 

Factory or shop managers may 
place orders for the foreign rice for 
Their employees thus saving the 
Tatter the trouble of buying the 
very highly priced native rice in the 
Shanghai market. Many months ago. 
a similar movement was started 
Under official guidance during period 
of rice shortage and many employees 
‘obtained cheaper rice to the satis- 
faction of both them’ and their 
employers. The latter were troubled 
with strikes during the past fortnight

Both 
vere in New Zealand when the wat 
broke out and while Martin is serving 
in the New Zealand land. forces, 
Archard decided to leave for England 
to join up. He was working his way 
Home as a eabin-boy when the 
steameron which he was travelling. 
Was sunk by the German pocket~ 
battleship. Together with all the 
other members of the crew, he was 
made a prisoner and hod it not been 
for the British naval attack on the 
German warship, he would probably 
have remained 2 prisoner of war for 
the duration.

Robbers Raid Junk 
And Kill Crew 


Shanghai. Dee. 21 
Six junkmen are believed to have 
been killed while more than $50,000 
‘orth of goods was stolen by armed 
mandits in one of the most daring 
junk robberies ever committed on 
the Whangpoo on the Pootung. side 
of the river where the empty” junk 

still anchored One junkman who 
aped from the bandits failed to 
throw any Tight on the crime as he 
broke loose from the gang and hid 
ina broken coffin for many hours 
before craveling out at dawn only to 
find himself lost in the countryside 
cemetery. 





























The crime was committed shortly 
before “mildnight on” December 12 
when a. big junk carrying sugar, 
cotton and sundry goods which were 
to have been unloaded and taken 
aboard the Nantung Maru anchored 
off the Chichong Wharf, “Pootung. 
‘Only ‘three or four armed. bandits 
showed up. After intimidating. the 











Taodah (Chang Shih-fu) and his 
assistants — with thelr guns, the 
robbers roped up all of their victims 
and sailed the bost to another 
Poolung port called Tungkotkonis, 
where the vietims were taken 
ashore and Imprisoned in a house. 
A graphic account given by the 
Chinese press reveals that the

Robbers Shoot Their 
Intended Victim 


‘Shanghai, Dec. 21 
Enraged by their victim's aitempt 
to escape while they were trying 10 
take off his fur-lined long gown—a 
[crime known as “skinning the pig” in 
Shanghai's underworld—four ‘armed 
robbers shot dead a well dressed 
Chinese gambler in the “badlands” 
inside Chinese territory on December 
19 at about noon, firing four shots 
jand making good their escape. The 
man was shot in the presence of his 
horrified seven-year old daughter, 
who knelt down near her father's 
body crying for help but who failed 
to throw any light on the erime when 
jquestioned by the Chinese police. 
‘The attempted robbery was com 
mitted in front of a Chinese weaving 
factory at 130 Yung Ching Li, Jess- 














ficld Road. Chinese sources ‘report 
that the vielim who Was later 
Identified as one Pang Chia-chuan, 


living at Siecawei, and aged 51, was 
seen Mecing while four bandits ‘were 
hot on his trail. One of the men 
fired four shots, one of which pierced 
the victim's brain, killing him out- 
Fight. ‘The vietim's daughter was not 
hurt but was found erying loudly 
when Chinese policemen arrived to 
make investigations. By that time, 
the bandits had gone. 

‘Japanese gendarmes from the Kin- 
near Road Headquarters also arrived 
Tater, The girl was questioned but 
could not even give the full 
ame of her father, explaining. how- 
fever, that they came from Siccawei 
Some pawn tickets and cigarettes 
were found in the victim's pocket 
A Chinese news agency reports. that 
the vietim went to the Ta Sen 
Gambling House on the morning of 
Dee. 19 and gambled away more tha 
$100, Without any cash at his dis 
‘posal he decided to return home on 
foot with his daughter but his long 
fur gown attracted the attention of 
vobbers, who decided to shoot hii 
he tried to escape.

A. similar case 
‘may be scen in both potted and eut 
chrysantheinums when put. i coals 
heated’ houses, In" this ease, “the 
leaves being hardier, do not” drop 
aff, but simply erumple and dry, on 
the “stalks!” the flowers, as with 
Poinsetias, still ‘remaining falely 
fresh and alive. Another and more 
common reason is tha poinsettas 
Ste usually: much taller: plants than 
they" appear to be when offered. by 
florists, being” (wisted and wound 
around to" make the desired height 
White this may be all very well from 
the look-see point of vigwy it isa 
torture to the plant, causing the 
leaves to drop. Naturally “short 
poinsettiae on the other hand, from 
hy’ own experience, have never shed| 
their eaves, if given a sufllent 
quantity” of light and. kept a good 
distance away from radiators. 

With regard. 0 maideahair ferns, 
there is no reason ‘why. they. should 
fot thrive in'a living room, provided 
there's sulfetent light and dampness 
in the atmosphere.

"Teodoro was in the custody of the 
US. Marshal on September 9, await: 
ing investigation of a narcotic charge 
against him afler his arrest the pre- 
vious night when he was found to 
Wve two grains of heroin and 2 
‘quantity of opiuim in his possession. 
Me was hated by the Settlement 
police because he was riding a bicycle 
without a light and during the sub- 
sequent search the police discovered 
the drug on his person. While inves.

LABOUR AND THE WAR 


By Antitun Gneenwoon, air. 


‘This most hated word in the Eng- 
now constantly on our lips- 
change has taken place in 
our lives. Families have been separated, 
large numbers of people have loft eivil work | 
for service with the Sighting forces. Others 
have been switched over to new work, or 
have undertaken onercus tasks in addition 
to their daily work. All this shows that we 
fare at war. It gives some idea of what we 
must be prepared to meet in the coming 
days. It Js true that German bombs have 
not yet fallen on Eritish soil. But the sinews 
of Britain are taut for attack or defence, 
‘and will not slacken, however great the strain 
she has to bear. 

It is idle to pretend that the lives of men 
in the fighting services are not in great peril. 
It is equally idle to suppose that our elvilian 
population—men, women and children—may 
not have to face indescribable terrors. Why 
are we suffering this? Why have we been 
driven to take a stand which has brought 
tus into war? 




















‘The answer is a simple one. ‘The Labour 
Movement—industtial. and. politieal—believes. 
in freedom. We have had our struggles. 
about fundamental things. Sometimes. we 
have won: sometimes we have not. What 
Labour has won it will keep. What is has 
not yet won It will strive to win in the 
future. Labour wants nothing which it is 
not prepared to defend. It docs not ask for 
Fhvours. It tokes its setbacks with fortitude. 
But it never surrenders its goal. The struggle 
which we are now waging raises, for final 
settlement, this very principle. We cannot 
fight our own battles at home so that right 
shall prevail, unless the workers abroad can 
do the same’ thing. To put it another way : 
every weapon taken away from the workers 
abroad imperils the happiness of the workers 
in this country. Unfortunately, in-Germany 
and later in Austria, and Czechoslovakia 
elementary human’ rights ‘have been 
destroyed. "Today our own have been chal~ 
lenged. ‘That is why British Labour has 
taken a stand, from which it will never re- 
treat, against ‘oppression and tyranny. The 
Labour Movement is peaceful. It hates war. 
Tt knows. that the masses everywhere sulfer 
when war deluges the world. But it knows: 
also that the most precious human possession 
Is freedom. Tt is the foundation of the new
